Pinophilus brunneipennis sp. n. 

Black, moderately shining, the elytra dark brownish-red, 
the abdomen with the posterior margins of the segments narrow¬ 
ly reddish, the apex reddish. Ar.tenna and legs reddish-testace¬ 
ous. length 12 to 14 mm. 

Narrower and more elongate than P. bo me tin sis Fauv., with 
the thorax much less transverse but with the sides similarly 
curved, head similarly but more finely punctured, the antenna 
thinner and longer. Thorax scarcely broader than long, the 
sides gently rounded and narrowed from apex to base, the 
posterior angles broadly rounded, more coarsely and deeply 
punctured than in borncctutw with more prominent shining 
median keel behind. Elytra as long and as broad as tho thorax, 
more coarsely and more deeply punctured than in borncensis. 
AlKlomen closely and finely punctured, the pubescence line and 
uniform.

Pinophilus peninsularis sp. n. 

Near P. brevis Kr., of similar build but smaller (8.75 mm.), 
the puncturation of the thorax and elytra coarser, the apex of 
the abdomen less broadly reddish. Head pretty closely covered 
with moderate umbilicate punctures, in the middle of the front- 
impunctate, behind the anterior margin with n transverse row 
of larger punctures. Antenna testaceous, the 3rd. to 10th. 
joints longer than broad, clavate, gradually decreasing in length, 
the penultimate only slightly longer than broad. Thorax as long 
as broad, the sides straight and parallel, the posterior angles 
broadly rounded, similarly but m:>re closely punctured than the 
head. Elytra as broad as, and a little longer than the thorax, 
a little longer than broad, more coarsely punctured. Abdomen 
finely and moderately closely punctured, a little more sparingly 
behind. Legs testaceous.

Astenus selangorensis sp. n. 

Entirely reddish testaceous, the elytra and apex of the 
abdomen a little paler. Antenna? and legs testaceous. Length 
5.2 mm. 

In build closely resembling .4. cribrellus Bandi, but with 
larger eyes and shorter elytra. Head longer than broad, as long 
as but broader than the thorax, the temples slightlv converging 
behind, the posterior angles briefly rounded, with moderately 
fine, umbilicate sculpture. Antenna slender, all the joint's 
longer than broad. Thorax longer than broad, the anterior 
angles broadly rounded, the sides from thence narrowed to the 
rounded posterior angles, sculpture as on the head, the sides 
with three black seta?. Elytra depressed, as broad as, but scar¬ 
cely as long as the thorax, closely, rugulosely punctured with a 
fine yellow pubescence and short semi-erect black seta?, the sides 
with some short, backwardly directed black setae. Abdomen as 
long as the fore-parts, closely and finely punctured, more 
sparingly behind, yellow pubescent, with a few long black seta?: 
sides setiferous.

Thinochnris major sp. n. 

Greasy-lustrous very densely and extremely finely punctured. 
Head black; thorax reddish-brown; elytra fusco-testaceous, abdo¬ 
men brown. Antenme and legs testaceous. Length 3 mm. 

DifTers from affinis in the colour of the elytra, longer, nar¬ 
rower thorax, and yet finer and denser puncturation.

Thinocharis soror sp. n. 

Greasy-lustrous, densely and finely punctured. Head black, 
thorax and elytra reddish-brown, the latter obscurelv infuscate: 
abdomen reddish-brown. Antenme and legs testaceous. Length 
2.5 mm. 

Of the build of T. carinicollis Kr.. but with broader head 
and larger eyes; from T. affhiis Cam., it differs in the shorter 
head, more reddish colour, finer and denser puncturation. From 
T. major Cam., it is distinguished by the broader thorax, less 
fine puncturation.

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Thinocharis lucens sp. n. 

Shining; head pitchy-black, thorax and abdomen reddish- 
testaceous; elytra brown more or less reddish towards the base. 
Antenme and legs testaceous. Length 2 mm. 

Intermediate between T. jnjgtnaea. Kr., and T. nigricans 
Cam., more shining than either, more brightly colored than the 
latter and larger than the former, much less densely punctured 
than pygmaca, loss densely punctured than nigricans. Head 
subquadrate, narrower and longer than in nigricans, the base 
slightly emarginate, the posterior angles briefly rounded, punc¬ 
turation extremely fine. Antenna? as in pygmaea. Thorax nar¬ 
rower than in pygmaca, in the middle with a fine sulcus through¬ 
out, less finely but about as closely punctured as the head. Elytra 
as long as the thorax, the puncturation much less fine than in 
pygmaea and less close. Abdomen very finely and rather closely 
punctured but less closely than in the above-mentioned species.

Greasy lustrous; head reddish-brown, thorax and abdomen 
ferruginous red, elytra fusco-ferriiginous. Antenme and legs

Somewhat resembling M. rubeadus Slip., but smaller, less 
shining, the anterior angles of the thorax more obtuse. Head 
transverse subquadrate, a little wider than the thorax with 
rather briefly rounded posterior angles (less briefly than in 
rubcculus) the puncturation finer and closer. Antenme with the

Black; head scarcely, thorax and elytra slightly, abdomen 
more shining, the apex obscurely testaceous. Antenme reddish- 
testaceous. Coxae black, anterior femora and apical half of the 
middle and posterior femora pitchy-black, the rest of the legs 
pale testaceous. Length 4.2 mm. 

Head large, subquadrate, a little broader than the thorax, 
the posterior angles briefly rounded, nearly opaque, closely and 
rather coarsely granular. Antenme with the penultimate joints 
about as long as broad. Thorax trapezoidal with trace of median 
line, granular like the head, but the granules not quite so close. 
Elytra longer and broader than the thorax, a little longer than 
broad, closely and rather finely granular, on either side of the 
suture before the middle with a longitudinal patch of golden 
pubescence, laterally against the re flexed margin with a patch 
of silvery pubescence, and a similar but smaller patch at the 
shoulders, the sculpture under these patches is distinctly finer 
than elsewhere. Abdomen much more shining than the fore¬ 
parts, finely and moderately closely punctured throughout.

(5) Medon uniformis sp. n. 

Creasy lustrous, head and thorax black, elytra and abdomen 
pitchy-black. Antenme reddish brown. Legs testaceous. 
Length 5 mm. 

Of the build of M. curtus Kr., but a little smaller, the 
elytra without testaceous border and the apex of the abdo¬ 
men dark, the antenme longer, the sculpture of the head closer 
and on the vertex forming stria*, whereas in curtus the punc- 
turation is simple, the sculpture of the thorax is granular and not 
simply punctate as in that species, that of the elytra is a little 
coarser and that of the abdomen much finer and less close, the 
pubescence much finer. Head large, subquadrate, transverse, a 
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little broader than the thorax, the temples parallel, the posterior 
angles briefly rounded, eyes large, scarcely shorter than the 
temples, the sculpture consists of a fine more or less longitudinal 
network of ruga, in the spaces between with single rows of 
small punctures. Antenna moderate, the intermediate joints 
longer than broad, the penultimate as long as broad. Thorax 
transverse, trapezoidal, in the middle behind with trace of an 
impunctate line, the sculpture elese and granular which in the 
anterior half of the middle shews a tendency to longitudinal 
coalescence. Elytra broader and longer than the thorax, slightly 
longer than broad, with a close moderately fine asperate punc- 
turation. Abdomen very finely and rather closely punctured and 
pubescent throughout.

(6) Medon opneinus sp. n. 

Creasy lustrous; head black, thorax pitchy, elytra reddish- 
enstaneous more or less broadly infuscatc behind, abdomen 
brown, darker on the 6th. segment. Antenna* and logs reddish- 
tcsluceous. Length 4.8 mm. 

Near M. opaccllus Fauv., but differing in the colour, the 
broader more quadrate head with more briefly rounded posterior 
angles and simply punctured vertex, longer antennal the penul¬ 
timate joints scarcely transverse: from M. lari Cam., it differs in 
the more briefly rounded posterior angles of the head, shorter 
antennie and thorax, rather finer and closer abdominal puncturn- 
tion and more shining appearance. Head subquadrate, in the 
o broader, in the ? as broad as the thorax, the posterior angles 
moderately broadly rounded, the base truncate, the vertex a 
little more shining, simply punctured, the rest of the surface 
with similar sculpture to M. leai Cam.

Elytra 
about as long as broad, with a fine but similar sculpture to that 
of the thorax. Abdomen very finely and closely punctured and 
pubescent, s : 6th ventral segment with crescentic emargina¬ 
tion in the middle of the posterior border.

(7) Medon penangensis sp. n. 

Shining, rufo-ferruginous, the elytra obscurely infuscate 
behind, the posterior margin of the abdominal segments lighter. 
Antenna and legs reddish testaceous. Length 4 mm. 
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Scarcely differing m size, build and colour from M. granuli- 
colhs Bernh.. but more shining and with entirely different sculp¬ 
ture. the head is covered with rather large umbilicate punctures 
except a small space on the vertex which is smooth and shinine- 
the antenna; are a little longer, the penultimate joints as long as 
bioad ; the thorax has a similar but less deep puncturation which 
is a little less close throughout the whole of the middle with 
a moderately broad impunctate space; the elytra are rather 
coarsely transversely subrugulose. Abdomen moderately finely 
not very densely punctured 5 : 6 th ventral segment*with a 
crescentic emargination in the posterior border.

Head large, square, convex, as broad ns the base of the 
elytra, the eyes small, the temples much longer than their dia¬ 
meter. the posterior angles briefly rounded, the disc extremely 
finely and sparingly punctured, elsewhere less finely asporalcly 
and more closely punctured. Antenna* short, the penultimate 
joints distinctly transverse. Thorax scarcely longer than broad, 
the sides very slightly converging behind, middle of the disc with 
an extremely fine impunctate line which is suleate behind, finely, 
rather closely and asperately punctured. Elytra longer and 
broader than the thorax, finely rather closely and asperately 
punctured. Abdomen finely and rather closely punctured and 
pubescent throughout.

In size and build very similar to M. debilicomis VVoll., but 
shining and different in colour and puncturation. Head large, 
quadrate, a little broader than long, convex, the posterior angles 
briefly rounded, a little broader than the thorax, middle of ihc 
disc very finely and spai ingly punctured, elsewhere more closely 
covered with fine granules. Antenna* with the penultimate 
joints twice as broad as long. Thorax about as broad as long, 
the sides straight and slightly converging behind, middle of disc 
with very fine impunctate line throughout and suleate behind, 
the sculpture consisting of fine granules like those of the head 
but scarcely as close. Elytra a little longer and broader than 
the thorax, a little longer thar. broad, with fine moderately 
close asperate puncturation.

Head elongate, oval, as broad as the thorax, the median sulci 
very fine, short, parallel, each with two punctures behind, in the 
posterior one the very fine oblique lateral sulcus ends, the rest 
of the surface with a few rather fine and scattered punctures, 
ground sculpture absent. Antenna; with the 3rd joint a little 
shorter than the 2nd., -1th to 10th transverse. Thorax elongate,
